Entrance. Vessels may enter the port at any hour. A pilot is mandatory. The 
portTs “conge e ted with shipping from about the middle of January to about the middle 
of July *« much cargo is moved then to take advantage of the dry season. A 30 root 
draft is the maximum permitted for entering the port, hut a 26 foot draft is the 
recommended maximum vhich is safe for mean low water. 


2. Stcvfidoreo. Six gangs of stevedores are available, although a seventh gang can 
fee' arranged for by advance notice. 

3. Piers. There are two piers. The berths axe L88' outBide and 393* inside, and 
the"' depth of -water at the bertha is 26' at mean low water. The berths were in

L, Cargo facilities. The maximum lift is dependent on the lift capacity of the ship s 
gear”' T^e*TaTg<sst cubic unit capable of being handled is 30' long, 5* wide and 
10* high. There were some 1.90 freight cars available but more were expected in 
December 1952. There are no lighters or tugs. 

5. Warehouses. The cement warehouses have a capacity for 600 thousand bags (nitrate, 
TertTTtzer , coal etc). The Adu&na warehouse usually is filled with coffee in the 
months from 15 .January to 15 July. It is 100 x 100 x 5 meters. 


Transportation. The highway to Sau Jos^ is considered fair in the_dry season when 
it is rough but safe. Darina, the rainy season it is not usable. The train
